A BLOODY TRAGEDY. 


An Iowa Fanner and His Son Seek 


Revenge 


UPON THE FAMILY OF A NEIGHBOR 


For Accusing Them of Stealing—One 


Victim on Each Side Shot to 


Pieces, and Both in a 


Critical Condition. 


PATON, la., Jan. 26.—One of 
the 


worst tragedies ever known in this 
part of the country happened about 
seven o'clock Sunday night on the 
farm of John .1. Urown, four miles 
east of here. Browns' family had ac- 
cused John W. Flecks' family of steal- 
ing1, and Sunday evening Flecks and 
his son George, armed 
themselves 


with a shotgun and revolvers and 
started to Brown's house to settle the 
matter, as they told Steighmeyer on 
their way over. Steiffhrneyer tried to 
get them to go back home and settle it 
upsome other time, and the son wanted 
to go back, but the father would not 
hear of it and made his son go with 
him. 


On arriving- they called Hi-own out, 


and as he stepped to the door, stuck a 
shotgun in his face, but he was too 
quick and dodged so that the charge 
grazed the side of his head. On the 
appearance of John Brown. Jr., young 
Flecks shot him, the bullet passing 
through the left lung, and lodging in 
the right. 


During the fight that followed ten 


shots were fired. The Browns, with 
the assistance of a Mr. James and son, 
got the arras away from the Flecks. 
George Flecks was shot in the back be- 
tween the shoulders, and John Flecks 
was dragged into the house and tied 
with a log chain until assistance ar- 
rived. John lirown, Jr., is in a criti- 
crl condition. The Flecks are under 
arrest, and County Attorney Lovejoy 
is here looking after the affair. 


ESCAPED FROM SIBERIA. 


Uflmftrknble Experience of X'rof. Schwc- 


iilcke, an Educated Kusglnn. 


SAN FKANCINCO, Jan. 27.—The Daily 


Report this evening prints the story 
of the escape from the Siberian mines 
of Prof. Schwenicke, who before being 
condemned to an indefinite term of 
punishment held a position in the Uni- 
versity of Moscow. 


Schwenicke came to this country in 


189;f and visited the World's fair, going 
theucc to Now York. While there he 
came in contact with the prominent 
members of 
the 
Russian 
colony. 


Among them was the editor of the 
New York Liberty, the anarchistic 
journal of that city. Tpon his return 
to Moscow he was arrested 11 ml til rown 
into prison. The detectives of the Kus- 
siau k'ovcrnment hud reported his 
meeting with the editor of Liberty in 
Neu York. 


At tlif trial he was accused of having 


lieen in confidence with the editor of 
Liberty, and Prof. Schwenicke, not 
Illuming that the editor was a nihilist, 
iidiriitted frankly that 
|H'_ had been 


talking with him. He said, however, 
that the meeting was merely a casual 
one, and no political matters had been 
discussed. 


The court quickly convicted him and 


sent him to the town of Yokootsk. 


Tin-governor of the prison, finding 


that he was not of the ordinary stripe 
of convict, but was a university pro- 
fessor, sei/.ed the opportunity of hav- 
ing bis children educated properly, 
lie excused hchwenieke from hard la- 
bor and set him to work to teach the 
children. 


.Some time after a civil engineer who 


had 
known 
Sehwenicke 
in Mos- 


cow came to the place and assisted 
him to escape. lie made his way to 
Yokohama, where friends helped him 
to purchase a ticket for San Francisco, 
via Victoria. The professor is a Rus- 
sian, of high intelligence, and speaks 
nine languages.

Hew Religious Census. 


A religious census of the world lias 


been issued by the Deutsche Kirch- 
enzeitung of Merlin, which is attracting 
considerable discussion on account of 
relative proportions it gives to Catholics 
and 1'rotestante. 
The census starts out 


with the assertion that the population 
of tl.e world at the present time is 1,300,- 
OOO.OdO persons. Of thebe 1,000,000,000 
are outside the palo of Christianity, bl'2,- 
000,000 being heathen. 180,000,000 Mo 
hammedan and 8,000,000 Jews. The re 
mainder IB divided up among the Roman 
C'athoiics, 
the 
Greek 
church 
and 


VroUstaats, these three divisions aggre- 
gating 500,000,000. 


Adherents of the Girelc church are 


for the most part, though not exclusively, 
under the jurisdiction of the Czar of 
Russia. They are confined to the eaat 
ern part of Europe, and the western 
part of Asia. Their number is given at 
105,000,00(1. Roman Catholics on the 
otlier hand, own allegiance to every sov- 
ereignty under Heaven. There is not a 
nationality on earth, with the exception' 
perhaps, of the Jews, sompof whose people 
do not jielJ spiritual obedience to th? 
pontiff at Rome. Their total number is 
given as 195,000,roO, while the total 
number of Protestants is put down at 
•200,0X10,000, or 5,000,000 in excess of the 
Catholics. 


It is here that the astonishing part of 


the figures comes in. Catholic authori- 
ties will hardly be willing to concede 
that they are outnumbered by Protest- 
ants, of whom it is asserted that they 
constitute two fifths of all the Christ- 
ian inhabitants of all lands, while the 
Catholics number less than two-thirds 
of the remainder. It is further asserted 
that they outstrip the Catholics not only 
in numbers, but in influence, in all hea- 
then countries. It is the Protestant 
countries which are in the ascendant. 
England, Germany, the United States, 
Holland. Canada and Australia are pre- 
dominantly Protestant lands, and they 
are the most aggressive colonizers. En- 
gland controls one-third the population 
of the world, and, with the other Prot 
estact nations named, one-half of it, and 
the prediction is made that the great 
bulk of proselytizing that is done from 
thir. time forth among heathen nations 
will be by Protestants rather than by 
Catholics.

Capt. A. IT. Manning, formerly police 


commissioner of Seattle, Wash., says 
he has discovered a method whereby 
nitroglycerine may be used as an ex- 
plosive in shells fired from guns with- 
out the least danger to those employing 
it and with the greatest effect upon 
an object or enemy. He asserts that 
it can be used with perfect safety in 
the discharge of the biggest cannon. 
Such a device, Capt. Manning an- 
nounces, the government has long-been 
searching for, and he has according^' 
taken steps to bring the matter to the 
attention of the war department. 


Tests of powder for 13-inch guns for 


use on board the battle ships of the 
navy are now in progress at the Indian 
Head proving grounds. The samples 
which have just been fired are those 
of two lots manufactured by the Cali- 
fornia powder works. The results ob 
tained from these samples have been 
satisfactory, a nuiximuin velocity of 
2,080 feet per second having been ob- 
tained with a pressure in the neighbor- 
hood of 15 tons. Oth«r samples will b<- 
shortly received from the California 
ponder works, which will also be test- 
ed. 


The board of bureau officers appoint- 


ed to ascertain the condition of the 
rain Katahdin, for acceptance, hasmade 
its report to Secretary Herbert. lu its 
report the board recommends that $4,- 
300 be retaint-a from the contract price 
of $930.000 as a penalty for overweight 
in machimsry, and that about $20,000, 
inclusive of this sum, be retained by 
the govern™ant to cover the cost of 
putting tbc finishing touches to the 
craft. The Katahdin will be placed in 
coniuiis>--i*>n without delay.

beard iia'l entered the house about 
dusk and struck and 
choked 
his 


mother. 
Mr Tucker immediately be- 


gan a search and found the body of 
Mrs. 
Tucker, who was shortly to be- 


come a mother, in a small hallway off 
the sitting room. She had been choked 
to death, as several finger marks were 
plainly visible upon herthroat. There 
were several bruises on her breast and 
body, showing that the burglar had 
repeatedly hit and kicked her 


The child lias an injury on the right 


temple. 


After the finding of the body a 


search of the house was made, and it 
was found that considerable jewelry 
and clothing had been stolen. The 
general opinion is that Mrs. Tucker 
discovered the burglar in the sitting 
room, and when she made an outerv 
he killed her. The police report that 
a man answering the description of 
the murderer, ,is given b\ the child, 
had been seen hanging about Mrs.

It will tjike fully a year for the com- 


mission to make its investigation nnd 
•eport. Every avenue of information 
will be examined and thoroughly trav- 
ersed. The commission is composed of 
jien learned in law, intfrnul-ional law 
ind tJieliistory of the contention. They 
will do their duty in an intelligent 
nanner, and their conclusions will

But, v.-hen the commission makes its 


report, some time next year, and Kifb- 
mits its conclusions to tlie president, 
it will then lie necessary for this gov- 
ernment to call the attention of (Jreat 
Britain to the status of affairs, nnd of 
the intention of the president and of 
our country to enforce the Monroe doc- 
trine, nnd prevent the. aggression of 
Great Ttritaiu, or any other foreign 
power, upon the, territory of the. weak- 
er governments of the new world. 


In accordance, with diplomatic usage, 


it will then be the province of Great 
llrituin 1o ask time, in order that u 
commission from thatgovei-nnicnt j;iay 
make an examination of facts. 
This 


request, must be granted. The .Itritisli 
commission will con.snnie at lon.sl an- 
other ycjir in its work; going over the 
same ground which will have lieen trav- 
ersed by the commission appointed and 
authorized by this country. Thus, two 
years will have been consumed before 
we. get to the fighting point. 


Bnt there is another nuilter concern- 


ing boundary lines which is of vastly 
more pro-sent importance to our peo- 
ple; and that is the disputed boundary 
line between our Alaskan territory and 
1'ritish Columbia. Whether erroneous- 
ly or wilfully, (!reat liritain is claim- 
ing u large part of our territory: and 
it is all rich in gold and other precious 
products. 


A resolution was recently introduced 


in the senate by Senator Squire, of 
\Vashirgtxtn, providing nn a.ppro|>ria- 
t ion of $75.000 to defray 1 h< 
v expense of 


locatim;- the. boundary line by an inter- 
national commission to work conjoint- 
ly with an American commission, in 
order that, a report may be nutde upon 
which this government, may biuse ac- 
tion through the department of state. 


The senator Kays that the Alaskan 


boundary is conveniently divisible into 
two sections: The first where it fol- 
lows the contour of the,coast from the 
southernmost point of Prince of Wales 
island until it strikes the Hlstmeridian 
at or near the summit of Mount St. 
Klias; the second where it is formed 
l'-y the 141st meridian, which it follows 
from that, intersecting point to 
the 


fro/en ocean. 


The going in of the miners and the 


development of the country has been 
such that the valley of the Yukon is 
becoming a 
Jr'ghway through 
the 


hitherto unexplored wilds of Alaska. 
This region has great mineral resources, 
recently discovered, especially at or 
near the junction of 
the • boundary 


meridian of the Yukon and its tribu- 
taries. What is known as the Torcu- 
pine river is another of the tributaries 
upon which surveys have been made. 
The outposts of civilization and en- 
terprise are springing up, and under 
these circumstances it seems exceed- 
ingly important, and, indeed, neces- 
f-ary, that the jurisdictional limits of 
the respective governments in that new 
region should be determined, it 
is 


understood that her Britannic maj- 
esty's government has already pro- 
posed a joint delimitation of the 141st 
meridian by an international commis- 
ion of experts, and if congress should 


create this commission, and make pro- 
vision therefor, the necessary result 
'•an be accomplished with no unrea- 
sonable delay by means of the conven- 
tion which is contemplated tothatend. 


It will be observed that Senator 


Squire's resolution provides for "an in- 


to do so, because with the old of nn ex- 
ecutive department it is much easier 
to secure legislation. It is not always 
satisfactory to secure partial results 
in congress; but the statesman who is 
v ise enough to wait can always neo3te 
initial legislation which will ultimate- 
ly accomplish the full results desired 
Uccause of this fact, Senator Squire's 
resolution was modified.

It is probable 
that, with nil the world ready to wrangle 
with Great Britain, that country will 
be inclined to surrender any unlawful 
demands upon territory belonging to 
this country. Great Britain ha:, 1111 itch- 
ing palm, and Her people lire continual- 
ly grasping- territory in which gold 
fields are located. She must not and 
cannot encroach upon rich territory 
belonging to this country. It is prob- 
able that she has -i distinct understand- 
ing- of that fact already. 


The most important pending problem 


is concerning- the exact location of the 
141st 
meridian. 
The ascertainment 


of a given meridian at any given point 
is a work depending upon the precision 
of the scientific instruments employed 
imd the accuracy of the astronomical 
and geodetic observations, no that it 
needs much time and care to reduce the 
remaining amount of error to so small a 
degree that it will be practically im- 
material and of no consequence. Such 
observations and surveys were under- 
taken by the United States const and 
geodetic survey in 1890 and 1S91, and 
the points where the 141st meridian 
crossed the Yukon river, also where it 
intersects Forty Mile creek, and again 
where, it passes by the summit of 
Mount St. Klias, have been marked 
with some degree of accuracy. Similar 
surveys in some quarters under Itritisli 
auspices are believed In give nearly c<>- 
iiu-ideut results. There is a difference 
of perhaps not more than 4.M) feet, be- 
tween the location of the respective 
governments on the Yukon river where 
that is intersected by the 141st merid- 
ian, and there is but a slight difference 
at the intersection of the meridian 
with what is known as Forty Mile 
creel;, where active mining* operations 
are conducted. It seems to be practi- 
cable to tyach tin agreement along this 
line, inasmuch n.s the, difference is KO

K|>fetive governments have been inde- 
pendently conducted, and no interna- 
tional agreement, has yet. l>een made 
to mark those or any other purta of 
the Hlstmeridian by permanent monu- 
ments. 


It, IK important that this boundary 


line shall be marked and taken out of 
the world of j'ontroversy. The boun- 
dary claimed uy (treat ]!i-itain, if al- 
lowed, would prove- to be :i great hard- 
ship upon the people of our country 
who are seeking and developing mining 
properties in Alaska. If the

This is a great day in the history of 


the Republican party organization of 
Illinois. It is the day of the great love 
feast at Springfield, and thousands of 
prominent men of the etate are there to 
enjuy the notable meeting. 


All of the hotels were crowded last 
Rht and to-day, and everywhere were* 


displayed lithographs of Major McKin- 
ley. Candidates for various state offices 
bave headquarters. Every room was 
crowded last night. 


The state centra] committee met this 


afternoon to select the city where the 
state convention shall be held and to 
name the date and fix the basis of repre- 
sentation. Peoria ar.d Springfield are 
fighting each other to get the conven- 
tion. 


The state convention ordinarily marks 


the beginning of a campaign, but this 
meeting will practically open this cam- 
paign of 1896. Never before, with the 
election nine months away, were candi- 
dates so numerous, the enthusiasm eo 
intense and the triumph of the ticket 
so completely assured. 


Senator Cullom arrived from Wash- 


ington last night. He is in the best of 
spirits, and spent much of the evening 
mingling with the crowd at the Leland 
Hotel. 


Ex-Congressman William E. Mason 


spent a busy day at his headquarter?. 
He is perhaps the strongest senatorial 
candidate in the field. His only active 
rivals are Ex Gov. John M. Hamilton 
and Ex Congressman George E. Adams, 
of Chicago. 
These gentlemen have 


their friends, but the drift of sentiment 
is decidedly favorable to Mason, 
ft is 


expected that he will have the support 
of Senator Cullom's friends, owing to 
his manly course in the contest of last 
winter, when Cullom was elected.
